A simple calculation will show that it 
suffices to raise aloft 45,000 cubic fee't of 
water in twenty-four hours from every 
square mile of'the liosoui of the buy, and 
transport it to the clouds which over- 
baud it.

area of this whole ludiau Gulf, the mind 
is lost HI tbu effuit to conceive the 
force which, in a day's time, can lift 
50,000,000 tons!
